CANADA’S ‘NEW PREMIER 


Rt. Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, 
premier-elect for Canada, was born 
at Kitchener, Ontario, and attended 
the University of Toronto, Follow- 
ing his graduation, he took postgrad- 
uate work in the University of Chi- 
cago, and. later became a fellow in 
political science at Harvard, where he 
remained from 1897 to 1900. In 1908 
he was awarded the degree of A.M., 
and the degree of Ph.D. in 1909. At 


the age of twenty-five he was Offered |

Mr. King educated himself for pub- 


lic. work, and became minister of la- 
bor and editor of the Labor Gazette 
in 1908, During this time he served 
as chairman of several royal com- 
missions on labor and immigration 
problems, and as government concil- 
iator in numerous industrial disputes. 


He represented the Canadian govern- | 


ment in negotiations with the British 


government on immigration into Can-' 


ada from Britain. In 1908 he held a 
similar position 
treating immigration® Canada 
from the Orient.” He was one of the 
British delegates on the international 
opium commission at Shanghai . in 
1909. He was made Fellow of the 
Royal Society in Canada in 1910, and 
was minister of labor in the Laurier 
cabinet from 1909-1911. From 1914 
to 1917 he was president of the Gen- 
eral Reform Association of Ontario. 
During the war, Mr. King rendered 
remarkable executive service in 
furthering a continuous maximum 
production in war supplies by pre- 
serving harmonious relations between 
workmen and employers in several 
of the most extended of the war in- 
dustries in America. He was a 
member of the National Executive 
Committee on the Patriotic Fund 
from 1914 to 1920. He was elected 
leader of the Liberal party to succeed 
the late Sir Wilfred Laurier at the 
national convention in 1919. In 1921 
he was elected premier in one of the 
most sweeping Liberal victories 
Canadians jad ever known. 

The party, which has again come 
into power, is pledged to a revision of 
the Canadian tariff downward.

The Relief Expenditure Burden 


With the Federal elections over and the political complexion of the next 


Parliament of Canada defined, the: government of the country will be faced 
with a number of important problems to decide, and not the least of these 


is the question of the steps which must be taken to ease the debt burden of 
governmental units in Western Canada. 

By governmental units is meant the governments of the provinces and 
of the municipalities, urban and rural. J e 

During the past five years the putlic finances of the Western Canadian 
provinces and of the municipalities, which ‘are their creatures, have been 
strained to the breaking point to meet ‘the problems which drought and 
general unemployment have brought in their train. 


Not only has the public purse of the Western provinces and of the 
municipalitiés been depleted in the struggle to ensure that their citizens 
should not starve, freeze or go shelterless in their grim fight against. great 


odds, but they have béén' obliged to pledge their future resources, to an 
alarming extent, to enable the citizens of the present generation to keep 
their heads above water. _ 

In the three prairie provinces millions of dollars have been spent to 
furnish a substantial percentage of the population with food, fuel and cloth- 
ing, and in the urban centres wtih shelter as well; and this, despite the fact 
that the Federal government has also contributed large sums to bolster up 
the provinces and the municipalities in their fight to ensure the necessities 
of life for their people. 

In addition, however, to the money which has been expended out of 
‘current revenues these provincial and municipal governments have pledged 
many more millions of dollars against the credit of the future earning 
power of the. people, a debt which will have to be liquidated in the future 
either by the taxpayers of to-day or by the rising generation, or a combina- 


tion of both. 7 


Without going into statistics which, at the best, make dry reading, it 


‘is axiomatic to say that the indebtedness which has been piled up on this 


count, directly and indirectly, reaches a staggering total and has passed the 
figure which is within the competence of these governmental units to.meet 
from existing resources. _ win - 

One of the conditions contributing to the existing condition of the 
finances of the Western provinces and municipalities is the inequitability of 
the distribution of the tax burden as between individual taxpayers and the 
inequitability of the distribution of the bases of taxation as between the 
federal, provincial and municipal governing entities. © | 

The financial situation which has developed as a result of these inequali- 
ties is one which will have to be faced and remedied by the newly-elected 
Parliament if the Western provinces and municipalities are to remain sol- 
vent and-are~tO be enabled to extricate themselves from a position which 
has become intolerable. ey as 

So far as the municipal governments are concerned, their financial 
plight has been accentuated by practical limitation to realty as, at least, the 
principal tax base, and this applies to both rurals. and urbans, only in dif- 
ferent de; 5 has more than passed the- Of. endurance a 
source SP etait Yor governments. Other pPD agg PA ‘are febied 
to the municipalities, and this is one discriminatory feature which will have 
to be remedied. 

In seeking additional sources of revenue municipalities are cramped by 
legislative action of their superior provinces and the provinces in turn are 
hampered by Federal authority. 

What is needed is a nation-wide conference in which the municipalities 
can get together. with the provinces and the Dominion and, in a spirit of 
tolerance and recognition of the difficulties of one another, come to an 
agreement which will provide for specific: delimitation of spheres of taxation 
and a definite understanding that the several governmental units will not 
in future encroach upon one another’s taxation preserves. 

This understanding should be translated into legislative enactment and 
if it involves amendments to the British North América Act, as undoubtedly 
it would, efforts should be made to secure the necessary sanction. 

The problem of relief, it has been reiterated by competent authorities 
time and again, is a national one. The provinces have said so. The urban 
municipalities have said so and the rural municipalities hold the same view, 
even if they have not adopted resolutions in convention to that effect. 

If the Federal government is not prepared to recognize the situation 
in the west as a national problem, the only alternative is for the Federal 
government to make it possible for the provinces and municipalities to 
liquidate past, present and future expenditures by providing them with the 
machinery to levy the money where the money is available.

Pictures Of Infinite Variety Can Be 
Seen From Great Bridges 

Old St. Paul's, perched high on 
Ludgate Hill, once a commanding 
position, is being gradually crowded 
out by other buildings. The most im- 
pressive sight of Wren’s venerable 
cathedral is that looking from Fieet- 
street up Ludgate Hill, I have*heard 
jaded newspape> men, familiar with 
Fleet-street ‘at all hours of the day 
and night, grow lyrical about the 
loveliness of that. glimpse of St. 
Paul's at dawn. 

A great white London seems to 
have sprung up like. magic. But it’ 
has not obliterated the past, and 
one of the charms of a walk through 
the city is the unexpected glimpses 
one gets through its narrow courts 
and alleys of old taverns, little shops, 
and ivied churches that have stood 
unchanging through the centuries. 

It has been said that one cannot 
walk a hundred yards in London 
without secihg a bunch of trees. That 
is almost completely true. . In fact, 
there are enough trees in the London 
streets and squares to make up, if 
placed together, a very respectable 
forest. Who has. ever noted that 
there are over seventy trees in the 
Strand? : 

But nothing excels the river views. 
Wherever one looks, or from what- 
ever angle of the seven great bridges 
from the Tower to Lambeth, there is 
picture after picture of infinite 
variety and beauty. At night, when 
the Embankment sparkles with its 
thousand lights, the view from the 
bridges of London’s curving water- 
front has the quality of pure magic. 
No Whistler’ nocturne: could do it 
justice.—Overseas Daily Mail. 

Making An Empire 
‘Britain Did Not Accomplish It By 
; Force Of Arms 

Signor Mussolini adroitly sought 
to weaken the influence of British 
efforts to avert war with these words: 
“My only desire is .to serve my coun- 
try as did the great Englishmen who 
built up the British Empire.”

Within 
that period it is- as effective and 
positive as the serum used for diph- 
theria, Dr. Rosenow said. 
Dr. A. T. McCormack, secretary of 
the Kentucky state board of health, 
said the demonstration made by Dr. 
Rosenow was “pretty conclusive.”

told the Associated Press that if a 
naval blockade were employed to 
back up sanctions “it would mean 
war.” by 

Italy, he disclosed, plans upon \ get 
ting necessaries from Germany 
through Austria and does not fear 
economic sanctions. Oil, he added, 
can be obtained “from some other 
_ nation” which could send: it to Italy 
through the reich. 

This informant said Italians are 
enraged and depressed over the 
assembly's stand against their nation. 

“Why will the world not_recognize 
Italy is stifling unto death and needs 
an outlet,” he asked. ‘Why doesn’t 
it realize it must remove the causes 
of war and give Italy some great 
open space where Italians may 
breathe?” 

Almost solidly the members of the 
League of Nations arraigned Italy as 
an aggressor in her conflict with 
Ethiopia. 

Forty-nine’ countries gave their 
full consent to sanctions against 
Italy. Of the remain‘ng 10 countries 
in the assembly, five were absent (in- 
. eluding Germany), two opposed the 

idea of sanctions and one—Switzer- 
land—made reservations. The other 
‘two were the disputants themselves. 

The attitude of. Austria and Hun- 
gary in opposing the action of the 
league caused grave concern in 

‘league quarters. 

Despite their non-acceptance of the 
council's report, they were inyited to 
sit.on the sanctions committee, along 
with all league states except the 
belligerents. 

Officails said pressure would prob- 
ably be brought to bear upon Hun- 
gary and Austria to prevent transit 
across their soil from neutral coun- 
tries, like Germany, of war and

Paris.—Despatches to the Paris 
Soir: from the Eritrean front. stated 
that fighting is general throughout 
the northern Ethiopian sector with 
300,000 troops engaged in a qua- 
drangle formed by Adi Ugri and Adi 
Kaie, in Eritrea, and Adigrat and 
Aksum, in Ethiopia. © 


The fiercest fighting, said the des- 
patches, was on the outskirts of Ak- 
sum which was reported encircled by 
Italian columns but not yet captured 
due to the heavy fire of Ethiopian 
sharpshooters hidden in the hills com- 
manding the city. 

The. despatches also said an Ethi- 
opian plan to cut the Eritrean rail- 
road at Massaua collapsed when at- 
tacks at Adi Ugri and Adi Kaie were 
repulsed. What was described as a 
third attack on Adigrat, which is in 
Italian hands, was said to have failed. 


The Soir’s report said, Ethiopians 
attempted to recapture Aduwa and 
were thrown back ‘after three at- 
tacks,the battle lasting until dawn 
with heavy Ethiopian losses.

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Saskatchewan Saaial May Be Shipped 
To East For Finishing 
Regina.—The Dominion lamb feed- 
ing project which has been operating 
in Saskatchewan for the past two 
years has again been inaugurated for 
1935. 
Under this policy Saskatchewan 


lambs may be shipped to eastern 


Canada to be fed. and--fattened ‘and 
finished for market. 

The sheep ranchers of the Maple 
Creek area who are. members of 
Southern Saskatchewan Wool Grow- 
ers’ Association, are co-operating 
with the Dominion government and 
are consigning lambs for eastern 
feeding under the , rancher-feeder 
agreement. 

Farmers who are approved under 
the. plan will not be required to lay 
out any cash. Freight charges to the 
eastern feed lots will be prepaid by 
the Domin‘on department of agricul- 
ture, reimbursement being made from 
the proceeds of sale when the lambs 
are marketed. 

Under the rancher-feeder agree- 
ment for 1935, the feeder receives 
the value of all the gain in weight, 
plus 60 per cent. of the spread after 
freight and marketing charges have 
been deducted. 

The rancher receives $3.75 per 
hundredweight (Moose Jaw weights) 
plus 40 per cent. of the spread.

Reclaiming Dry Area 
Large Area In Alberta Districts Will

Calgary. — Conversion of drouth- 
stricken farm areas of Alberta into 
good range country is included in 
plans being completed by the com- 
mission operating under the Domin- 
ion Farm Rehabilitation Act, it was 
announced here. 

A large acreage will be re-grassed 
in several districts. and community 
water conservation projects are going 
ahead rapidly, it was stated. It was 
expected: tenders would be submitted 
shortly for drilling of gas wells on 
the Red Deer river and the Bjork flat 

near Buffalo was surveyed. The site 
of the proposed well was located. 


AUSTRIA AND 


HUNGARY Beata

Geneva. — Austria and Hungary 
both formally dissented from sanc- 
tions against Italy. They led the way 


in opposition when discussions opened 
in the assembly. | 

Experts pointed out that the opposi- 
tion by Austria and Hungary meant 
merely, in the event of a vote favor- 
ing the sanctioning of Italy, that 
those two nations would be exempt 
ftom participating in whatever sanc- 
tions were decided upon. 

The assembly meeting opened im- 
mediately after the session by the 
body’s. steering committee which 
recommended that a commission on 
sanctions, to co-ordinate the work of 
the council and assembly, be created 
at once. 

Count Pfluege said Austria was 
loyal to the league but that it was 
linked to Italy with ties of the warm- 
est friendship. 

“At a fatal moment in Austria’s 
history,” declared the Austrian baron, 
“it was Italy who contributed to the 
safeguarding of the integrity of 
another member of the league.” 

(He referred to the moment last 
year when Chancellor Dollfuss was 
assassinated and Italy moved up an 
army to the southern. border ready to 
march into Austria in case of need.) 

Hungary's delegate, Laszlo Deve- 
lics, said: ‘““Hungary hears with grief 
of measures about to be applied 
against Italy, which so frequently 
and effectively has shown its friend- 
ship toward Hungary.” 

The Canadian delegation, it is un- 
derstood, will vote in favor of the 
report of the committee of six pow- 
ers which found Italy guilty of re- 
sorting to war in defiance of the 
league covenant, 

But Canada will not be represented 
on the sanctions committee which is 
to represent both the council and the 
assembly and which will study the 
best ways of.sanctions application.

ON 1930 CROP 


Winnipeg. epipetsatennn have been 
completed with the Canadian wheat 
board for the taking over of all 
wheat and contracts from the Cana- 
dian Co-operative Wheat Producers, 
Limited, L. C.. Brouillette, president 
of the central. board, stated ‘here. 

The transaction makes possible ad- 
justment of payments to members of 
the 1930 pools who received an initial 
payment of less than 60 cents a 
bushel for their wheat, basis No. 1_ 
Northern, Fort William, and to mem- 
bers of the coarse grain pools who 
received less than the initial prices. 

‘If the 1930 pool carryover had 
been thrown on the market it would 
have been impossible to. have carried 
on stabilization operations . under- 
taken by the government agency un- 
der the direction of John I. McFar- 
land,” Mr. Brouillette said. , 

“For more than two years of these 
operations thé 1930 carryover com- 
posed nearly 100 per cent. of the 
holdings used in the stabilization 
operations . . .

Greece Restores Monarchy 


Not A. Shot Fired When Controversy 
Ended With Dramatic Suddenness | 
Athens.—Greece rejected her i1- 

year-old republic in a swift royalist 

coup d’etat, capped by a rousing vote 
of the national assembly restoring — 
the monarchy. 

Amid scenes of wild rejoicing in 
the national assembly building—once 
the royal palace—the nation’s law 
makers decreed the return of King 
George II. from exile in England. 

Then, despite their approval of 
restoration, the assemblymen decided 


conar to cive the petals a cinatice to 
express their opinion 

General George Kondylis, who sites 
ed the reins of government in a swift 
and bloodless stroke, was named re- 
gent until the king comes back. 

(In London the king, whd aban- 
doned the throne December 18, 1923, 
dined calmly at his hotel with his 
aide-de-camp, Major Levides, and . 
awaited officials news - the neeiprte 
tion.) 

Crowds in the wate assembly 
galleries joined in wild applause for 
the vote of restoration. The arch- 
bishop of Athens, who previously had 
blessed the proceedings, led the re- 
‘joicing. 

Kondylis, thé former minister of 
war, ended the controversy over res- 
toration of the monarchy with dram- 
atic suddenness. He forced the resign- 
ation of the government of Premier 
Tsaldaris, proclaimed martial law and 
threw troops about public buildings. 
But not a shot was fired. 

Although everything was quiet, the 
curfew rang over Greece at 10 p.m. 
and army patrols weré active in the 
streets of Athens and Salonika, 
Authorities said fears of actions by 
extremists, especially communists, 
made martial law necessary.

Obscure ‘Seamstress Weaving Silk 
Strands On Liner’s Compass 
Card 
Important contribution to the 
safety. of the new giant liner, Queen 
Mary; is being made by a little 
seamstress living in obscurity at 

Glasgow, Scotland. 

She is Miss Edith Rankin, of Ben 
View street, to whom has been allot- 
ted the task of weaving gossamer 
strands of silk on the magnetic com- 
pass card, made of flexible material. 

Lightness with strength are neces- 
sary with the compass card and 
these strands, which must be perfect- 
ly even, achieve the purpose. This 
accomplished, Miss Rankin's delicate 
fingers then sew on the magnetic 
needles. 

“They have to be adjusted’ to a 
thousandth of an inch,’ Miss Ran- 
kin said. ‘A fractional error in fix- 
ing the needles can put a ship far off 
her course.” 

Miss Rankin works to this aston- 
ishing accuracy with the aid only of 
ordinary spectacles, 

After years at the job she can tell 
almost instinctively by her fingers 
whether the magnetic needles are! 
exactly in place. 

Ships all over the world usé com- 
passes which have passed through 
her hands. “Does it thrill you?” she 
was asked.

“Royal-Marines Go Through Old Cere- 
mony In London 

The Royal Marines, who at the 
King’s express command are mount- 
ing guard at Buckingham Palace 
while the regular Guards are away 
on manoeuvres, for the first time Will 
exercise their ancient privilege of 
marching through the city with 
“bayonets fixed, drums beating and 
colors flying.” 

The privilege arose from the fact 
that the Marines are direct descend- 
ants of the “trained bands” of Eliza- 
bethan and Stuart days. Neverthe- 
less, permission of the Lord Mayor is 
still mecessary. Leaving Chelsea 
Barrack, the Marines will halt at the 
Thames Embankment, where bay- 
onets will be fixed and colors un- 
cased.: The City Marshal will chal- 
lenge them at the boundary of the 
city proper, after which he will ride 
at the head of the force, the Lord 
Mayor taking the salute at the Man- 
gion House. ;
